A regular meeting of the town 
council was held with Mayor Colpoys 
and Councillors R. K. Hunter, R. A.

By-law number 409 was ordered 
prepared. This bylaw is to authorize 
the sale of the Community Hall to 
Mr. E. H. Richards for the sum of 
$1500 in accordance with the resolu- 
tion pertaining to the sale, and sub- 
ject to a plebiscite of te proprietory 
electors of the town. 

S. E. Lester, the town engineer, 
gave a report of the Civil Defence 
course attended by him at Edmonton. 
The report was accepted and efforts 
are to be made to organize the town 
and the west end of.the Blackfoot 
Reserve as one Civil Defense unit. 

The business mill sate for this year 
will be the same as is it was in 1951 
namely 15 mills. 

The report of Mr. Johnson, sanitary 
inspector was read and adopted, It 
was ordered referred to the healt’ 
board. 

It was decided to send someone to 
the Fire Course in Calgary if poss 
ible. The fire chief was to be asked t 
attend the course and if unable to go 
to get a suitable substitute. The town 
is to any reasonable expenses over 
and above subsistenve. 

The report of the theatre inspector 
was read and ordered filed. 
~ . It was moved and carried: That ap- 
plications for water service received 
from the residents on 7th and 8th 
Avenues be accepted on the condition 
that ti:ey present at least seven 
signed applications together with a 
deposit of $25 with each application 
as a guarantee that they will hook 
up to the system, and when the ap- 
Plications together with the deposits 
have been received; the council make 
application for a loan of $4,000 under 
the self liquidating loan. 

The mill rate for 1952 was sct at 
52 mills. 

The secretary was instructed to 
prepare a bylaw for submission, in due 
course, by the council to the pro- 
prietor electors for issuing a deben- 
ture of $25,000 for street improve- 
ment and drainage at 10 years. 


WHY NOT PRINT A 
CLEAR PICTURE 


Tere is a group of people who are 
trying to confuse the rural electri- 
fication picture in Alberta. Ti:ey are 
undoubtedly sincere in their desire 
to make the utility a publicly owned 
affair. They use comparisons be- 
tween Alberta and Saskatchewan to 
entice the Alberta farmers under 
their wing. It is true that Manitoba 
builds the lines direct to the farm 
to be served and that there are 27,- 
000 farms already electrified in Man- 
ftoba. It is also true that the Man- 
fitoba Power Commission owes the 
provincia] government the sum of: 
$35,000,000, with an addition of $10,- 
000,000 under authorization and not 
yet expended. Tiiis part of the story 
is never mentioned from the public 
platform, And another thing, Man- 
itoba has had a surplus of power 
since 1910 and has been in the rural 
electrification picture for twenty 
years. Likewise, the Saskatchewan 
Power Commission owes the Sas- 
katchewan pprovincial government 
$41,000,000. This province has made, 
bones of its inabilty to construct free 
rural lines to farm premises. Saskat- 
chewan is not so fortunately sit- 
uated as either Manitoba or. Alberia 
in the matter of power resources. She 
has few hydro potentials near to pres- 
ent centres of population. Should Al- 
berta decide to make power a pub- 
licly owned utility at the present time, 
the province would be required to 
assume an additional bonded indebted- 
ness of $100,000,000. As far as rates 
go at the present time, Alberta 
customers enjoy rates as low as Man- 
itoba and lower than Saskatchewan 
and are not carrying any bonded in- 
debtedness as an _ indirect charge a- 
gainst the utility. Another interest- 
4ng feature of the argument is that 
‘Manitoba’s 27,000 rura] installations 
are confined within a geogravhcial 
area of less than one third the area 
din Alberta from tite Edmonton dis- 
trict south to the international border, 
eliminating the Peace River area en- 
tirely.—Camrose Canadian.

Cancer Appeal 


The key to cancer control may lie 
in the basic secrets of life, according 
to the Canadian Cancer Society. Most 
of the million dollar Cancer Society 
research * program is aimed at un- 
covering the mysteries of growth, 
both normal and abnormal. 

It seeks to establish the @%cts of 
cell life. It tries to determine how 
ti-e normal cel] lives, grows, ages and 
dies. Once these facts are known, it 
will be much easier to learn why the 
cancer cell never ages, and why it 
never dies until it has killed the host 
which harbors it. 

Many of medical science’s major 
developments evolve from basic re- 
search, Sometimes by accident, more 
often as a result of careful planning 
and incredibly detailed work, basic 
scientists are*learning how to de- 
stroy the malignant cells what would 
destroy us, 

The University of Alberta is the 
centre of cancer research in this 
province, At the present time five 
projects in fundamental research are 
under way at the university, under 
the sponsorship of the National 
Cencer Institute of Canada, but with 
the financial support of the Canadian 
Cancer Society. 

In 1951 the Alberta Division of the 
Society endowed a cancer research 
bed at the University of Alberta Hos- 
pital for the use of a series of 
patients, all of them  striken with 
some form of cancer, 

The Cancer Soctety bears all the 
cost of hospitalizing these patients 
and provides in addition a fund from 
which is bought the equipment and 
supplies necessary in the study of 
problems relating to cancer, and in 
particular to studies being condycted 
on patients in this bed, 

More and more, reesarch is turn- 
ig up facts that eventually jwill lead 
to a thorough understanding of the 
nature of cancer, and some day, to its 
complete control. 

This important work is supported 
by gifts te the Cancer Crusade.

During that time, British farmers have made great efforts to in- 
crease production and they are continuing to seek means of growing as 
much food as possible to help meet the demands of the markets in their 
eountry,

Abundant 
Moisture 


Heavy Rainfalls in 
Early Fall Improved 
The Over-All Situation 


(By The Canadian Press) 

Western Canada enjoyed 
abundant moisture for the sec- 
ond winter in succession and 
precipitation figures indicate 
good prospects for~1952 crops. 

Statistics prepared by the meteor- 
ological division of the federal trans- 
port department show huge increases 
over normal precipitation in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, and a_ small 
amount above normal in Manitoba, 
or the seven months up to the end 
of February, 

For that period Alberta showed an 
increase of 44 per cent. over normal 
and Saskatchewan 48 per cent, Mani- 
toba was three per cent. above nor- 
mal, 

Official statistics for March are in- 


complete but moisture in southern 
Alberta was still above normal, Ac- 
tually floods caused some damage 
around Medicine Hat and the flood- 
swollen South Saskatchewan river 
knocked out three centre spans of 
the big bridge near Swift Current, 
Sask. Floods in various areas added 
to the soaking that the ground ab- 
sorbed since last Autumn. 

March preciptation was below nor- 
mal in Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
but the generally dry and sunny 
weather of the last few weeks was 
welcomed. Before they can put the 
new crop in many western farmers 
still have to get about 130,000,000 
bushels off the ground, where it was 
left in last autumn's bad weather. 

Heavy rainfalls last August, while 
halting the harvest in wide areas of 
southern Alberta and southwestern 
Saskatchewan, nevertheless material- 
ly improved the over-all moisture 
situation for the 1952 crop. There 
was also an excess of nearly 100 per 
cent. in southeastern Saskatchewan, 
and more than 50 per cent. in Mani- 
toba, 

During September there were more 
heavy rains in the southern parts of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, with ex- 
cesses ranging to more than 100 per 
cent. Northern Saskatchewan and 
western Manitoba were high above 
normal in this month although de- 
ficiences were reported in north and 
central Alberta and in eastern Mani- 
toba, 

October brought above normal pre- 
cipitation everywhere except in east- 
ern Manitoba, The rains slackened 
off in November with losses of as 
much as 30 per cent. in southern Al- 
berta and southern Saskatchewan, as 
well as in Manitoba. 

For the three months of December, 
January and February the winter 
snowfall was about twice as large as 
usual in southern Alberta. There were 
also increases of 10 to 15 per cent. 
in northern and central’ Alberta. 
Southwestern Saskatchewan had 35 
per cent, above normal, but there 
were deficiencies in southeast Sask- 
atchewan, northern Saskatchewan, 
eastern and western Manitoba. 


Here's Way To 
Test Old Seed 


Most kinds of seeds left over from 
last year will germinate this spring. 
It is wise, however, to test seeds be- 
fore sowing. 

Testing can be done by taking a 
number of seeds—say 10—and plac- 
ing them between two strips of blot- 
ting paper or soft white paper. In- 
sert this in a pan or flat dish of 
moist sand, 

Within a week the sprouts should 
show. 

Another method is to place the 
seeds on wet blotting paper on a 
saucer, then cover them with a glass 
tumbler. The glass conserves mois- 
ture and in three or four days the 
fertile seeds will sprout. 


Elephant Seal 
Caught Off B.C. 


UCLUELET, B.C.—A sea elephant, 
or elephant seal, reprasentative of an 
almost extinct southern Pacific spe- 
cies, was caught here recently. 

The seal, weighing one ton, was 
caught by Simon Peter, an -Indian 
fisherman of this town on the west 
coast of Vancouver island, 

It is believed to be the first of its 
kind ever caught in British Columbia 
waters. The seal is about 14 feet 
long, has the usual seal’s body, but 
its head has a distinct resemblance 
to that of an elephant, 

The elephant seal normally inhab- 
its waters of the southern hemis- 
phere,

“What light and economical material can be used to roof a 
turkey shed? It must stand high winds and give shelter from rain 
and snow?” This was one of nearly 2,000 requests for building 
information mailed or telephoned in during the past year to the 
architectural office of the Western Retail Lumbermen’'s Associa- 
tion in Winnipeg from lumber merchants across western Canada. 


It came from a rural town where 
a turkey farmer had asked his local 
lumber merchant for advice of an 
open-sided roofed shed he was build- 
ing. He lived in an area where winds 
reached a speed of 60 miles an hour, 

The merchant enclosed a rough 
pencil sketch to help the association's 
draftsmen. 

The association, to which nearly 
1,000 lumber merchants belong, em- 
ploys an experienced architect and 
two draftsmen year-round, plus two 
extra draftsmen in the busy spring- 
to-fall building season. 

It is their job to put out standard. 
stock plans, readily available for any 
community, farm or town building 
project; to draw up special plans aot 
covered by this stock plan service; 
and to answer questions on a wide 
variety of construction problems. 
They give expert advice on a profes- 
sional basis and with a thorough 
knowledge of western soil and cli- 
matic conditions, .Thus anyone who 
applies through his local lumber 
merchant can get a sound answer on 
how to solve a building problem. 

Here are samples of the sort of 
queries the association's architectural 
office gets from lumber merchants: 

“How many vents should a cattle 
barn have? ,. . Is cork board satis- 
factory for basement insulation? ... 
We have customers inquiring about 
a roof for baled hay and straw. Have 
you any information on what they 
are using in the U.S.A.? It is rather 
new to us here but is coming in 
strong. A good many farmers don’t 
want to put too much baled hay in 
barns but are considering building 
something to protect bales from rain 
... I have been requested to obtain 
plans for a small municipal office 
building—something with a public of- 
fice and“separate council chamber 
with built-in fireproof vault and flat 
roof. Could you send us an ex- 
ample?” 

The merchant who asked about 
barn vents had diagnosed a problem 
of blistering paint on a farmer's cat- 
tle barn and suggested a remedy. 
While he was on this job, he saw the 
barn had only four vents and doubt- 
ed they gave sufficient fresh air for 
the cattle. The association’s drafts- 
men assured him he had been correct 
on all points and gave him a properly 
scientific ventilating scheme to pass 
on to the farmer. 

The inquiry about cork board came 
from a lumber merchant whose cus- 
tomer wanted to finish and insulate a 
basement den and bedroom and pre- 
vent moisture and frost coming 
through to the interior finish. The 
architectural service approved cork 
board in sufficient thickness, outlined 
an alternative method of insulating 
and proper progedure for preventing 
condensation. 

The man who inquired about an 
open hay barn was given a brief 
word-outline on how to construct 
one, plus a detailed sketch. 

Regarding the request for a small 
municipal office building, the archi- 
tectural service referred the lumber 
merchant to two plans in a book it 
has published on farm and commun- 
ity buildings, The draftsmen also 
offered a sketch plan if modification 


*!or elaboration was wanted on either 


of the stock plans. 

The afchitectural service drew on 
the experience of many farmers 
throughout western Canada in set- 
ting up its stock plan book on farm 
and community buildings. 

Thus many farm home plans in the 
book provide for a utility room and 
larger kitchen than city homes re- 
quire, 

There are plans for feed 
poultry houses, hog houses, 
houses and milking parlors,

One feed barn plan allows for . 
Segregation of feeder stock and two 
small pens for special feeding of in- 
dividual animals, It also makes pro- 
vision for handling a load of hay uh- 
der cover. ’ 

A ith plan gives space for 
some 1,500 bushels and for cleaning 
and preparing seed. A barn plan has 
the gothic roof popular throughout 
the west. A milk house plan was 
designed in collaboration with and 
approved by health authorities, 


The churches are designed for 
small rural congregations, builditfg 
on a limited budget. The town halls 
make provision for offices as well as 
fire fighting equipment if required. 
In one plan, a clinic for the district 
nurse and quarters for local police 
authorities are shown. 


There is a full two-storey house 
with solar eaves and double cup- 
boards in each bedroom. A one-storey 
house has modern two-corner win- 
dows, wide eaves and two material 
exterior finish. 

T. H. Greenway, architect and 
chief of the service, says there is a 
growing demand throughout the west 
ia the modern concept of the ranch 
ouse, 


A modern ranch-style house, as he 
outlines it, is rambling, one-storey, 
generally with hipped — or cottage 
type roof. It usually features 
large areas of glass in the form of 
picture windows. 

“Some picture windows are so big,” 
says Mr. Greenway, “that they are 
walls rather than windows.” He holds 
strong views on the picture window. 
It is excellent, he believes, where it 
looks on “a picture’. If the view is 
not good, he does his best to dissuade 
a home-builder from using it. 

Exterior of the western ranch-type 
home is commonly wood siding, 
stugco or composition material, 

However the ranch-type house has 
a long way to go yet before it is 
commonplace, 

Two out of three rural dwellers, 
according to Mr. Greenway, want a 
storey-and-a-half house with gable 
roof, usually with dormer. Occasion- 
ally there is a request for plans for 
a two-storey house, 

Demands for building plans are 
varied, On one and the same day, 
Mr. Greenway was once asked to 
send out plans for a ranch-type home 
and from another quarter, for an old 
ouse plan drawn in the early '20's, 
Yet rural housing, he believes, has 
been undergoing a gradual change 
for the past 50 years. Receding more 
and more into the past are the square 
two-storey box-like houses, often un- 
painted, that once predominated 
across the west. 

Greatest single advance in con- 
struction in the last two decades is 
the use of insulation. Most inquiries 
handled by the architectural office 
today concern it. It first came with 
the discovery that cold and drafty 
buildings are caused in many cases 
by heat-loss through ceilings and 
roofs. It was found that this could 
be prevented by placing insulating 
materials above attic ceilings and on 
the underside of roofs. Many insula- 
tion products came to the fore, in- 
cluding stiff boards which can be 
used as wall or ceilings, saft batts 
or blanket which can be nailed or 
stuffed into place and loose granular 
materials which can -be poured or 
blown into walls.- Today the use of 
insulating materials of all kinds ig 
expanding by giant strides not only 
for old and new homes but for barns 
and hog and chicken houses,

Better Machines Are the Reason 


“This is equivalent to doubling 
Canada's gross national product in 
about 23 years, a world’s record, 
Mr. Jackson said, 

“In the same period, physical pro- 
duction per man-hour increased at an 
average annual rate of 2 per cent, 
compounded, mainly because of tech- 
nological improvements and greater 
investment in more efficient machines, 

“But Canadians chose to take part 
of the resulting benefits in leisure— 
shortening the average work week— 
so the physical volume of production 
per man-year rose by only 114 per 
cent, 


“Meanwhile, population increased 
by 11% per cent. per year com- 
pounded, 


“Combination of these two figures 
gives us the increase in the physical 
volume of Canada’s gross national 
production, overall, by 3 per cent, 


Incomes Come From Production 

“Assuming future growth in Can- 
ada's productivity per man-hour at 
the same rate, average personal in- 
come could increase by 2 per cent. 
per year compounded without creat- 
ing inflation. 

“Real incomes can only rise if there 
are increases in production per man- 
hour. Improvement in our standard 
of living can only come from in- 
creases in the national production,

Go Ahead Or Go Back? 

“As corporations, individuals or as 
| a nation we have the choice of saving 
or not saving or spending past sav- 
ings. In other words, we can decide 
to go ahead; stand still; or go back- 
wards, < 

“In Canada, $5 of savings and new 
investment are required each year to 
produce $1 of permanent additional 
annual output. . 

“Thus the 3 per cent. average an- 
nual increasd in physical volume of 
Canada's total output during the past 
generation required that Canadians 
should invest (5 multiplied by 3) 
about 15 per cent. of our gross 
national product. The figure was 
actually about 16 per cent. 


Progress Depends on Saving 

“But population (birth plus immi- 
gration) is currently increasing by 
2% per cent, per year, compared with 
114 per cent. in the last two decades, 
so, to maintain the increase in our 
personal standards of living and take 
care of this more rapid rate of popu- 
lation growth, Canada needs hence- 
forth an increase in her gross na- 
tional product of 4 per cent. per year 
compounded—instead of 3 per cent, 

“So we should invest henceforth

TCA Aids the Flax Grower 
One of the major factors limitin 
flax production in Western Canada 
is the inability of this crop to com- 
pete successfully against weeds. 
The introduction of 2,4-D ha: 
played an important part in solvin; 
the weed problem in flax, but 2,4-L 
is only effective against certain sus 
ceptible broad-leaved weeds. In 
many flax fields, unfortunately, con- 
trolling the broad-leaved weeds with 
2,4-D merely results in a mor 
vigorous growth of the grass weeds, 
such as Green Foxtail (Pigeon 
Grass or Wild Millet). One of the 
newer chemicals, TCA (Trichloroa- 
cetate) offers considerable promise 
for the control of Green Foxtail 
and certain other annual grass 
weeds in flax, TCA will not, how- 
ever, control Wild Oats. e 
Effective in Flax. ‘The recom- 
mendations of the 1951 North Cen- 
tral @ Weed Control Conference 
include this statement: “Three 
years’ data have shown rather con- 
sistently that sodium and calcium 
TCA, at rates of 5 to 8 pounds per 
acre, will effectively control Setaria 
(foxtails) in flax when applied at 
early stages of growth, without 
damaging flax. Best results are 
obtained when applications are 
made before the Setaria and flax 
are tree inches high.” 
TCA and 24-D. Sodium TCA 


and 2,4-D can be mixed and 
applied as a single spray. This will 
control susceptible broad-leaved 
weeds and Green Foxtail at the 


same time. In mixing the spray, 
one gallon of water per pound of 
TCA is desirable. This may mean 
fn increase in gallonage of water 
applied per acre over that normally 
used with 2,4-D alone. 

Soil Moisture Important. TCA 
acts on the roots of the grass 
plants, Therefore, it is necessary 
for the spray to move downward 
in the soil to the depth of the grass 
roots. If the soil is very dry, little 
of the TCA may reach the roots. 
The treatment, as a result, is not 
likely to be effective. On the other 
hand, Sheavy rains, immediately 
following treatment, are likely to 
wash the TCA below the root zone, 
again with disappointing results, 
Thus, soil with good moisture con- 
tent, plus the prospects of good 
weather for a few days, would seem 
important to successful treatmen!

The L-shaped gyaft is best 
for thin or moderately thin barked 
trees, The first step when preparing 
to graft girdled trees is to evenly 
trim all jagged edges, the bark being
